Fiftly, in che yeare 1597. my Spamifh Voyage 
cowards the Tercera’s,was intended with her Maic- 
fties leaue, and by her command for Faya//, to aflaile 
the Adelantado there, and thither I fhaped my 
courfe ; and had it beene profperous, and fortunate, 
Lhad made my Soueraigne fuch an abfolute Queene 
of the Ocean, anddifarmed,and difabled the ene- 
myat Sea, as that fhe might eyther haue enforced 
him to any conditions of Peace, or made War on 
him,to her infinite Aduantage,and his verer Ruine. 

But that my defigne was fatally fruftrated by vio- 
lent and long Tempefts, which rooke vs in the 
heigth of 46.
